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As  the  genealogies  of  these  Kingsley,  Ross, 
and  Goodwin  families  have  not  before  been 
printed,  the  lines  are  shown  from  the  early 
generations,  while  that  of  Ruggles  being 
found  in  several  of  the  periodical  historical 
works  and  in  a large  and  exhaustive  history  of 
the  family,  it  is  considered  unnecessary  to  re-

This  Sir  Ranulph  had  a 
grandson,  Ranulph  de  Kingsley,  who  was  appointed 
keeper  of  the  forest  of  Delamere  in  1166. 


JOHN  KINGSLEY. 

From  Hampshire,  England — some  say  Dorset  and  some 
Lancashire — came  John  Kingsley  to  Boston.  The  exact 
date  of  his  coming  is  not  known.  He  was  one  of  the 
original  purchasers  of  Taunton,  but  the  first  information 
we  have  of  his  habitation  in  New  England  is  in  1635, 
when  he  was  settled  in  Dorchester.  He  had  a share  in 
the  great  lots  there  in  1646.  He  afterwards  removed  to 
Rehoboth,  near  Taunton,  where  he  died.  The  date  of 
death  has  been  given  as  1679,  upon  what  evidence  does 
not  appear,  but  he  is  known  to  have  been  living  there  as 
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late  as  1672.  It  is  not  certainly  known  whom  he  married, 
nor  can  we  feel  at  all  sure  that  the  following  list  of  his 
children  is  a complete  one:

N.  H.  He  settled  in  Kittery,  Maine,  where  he  married, 
first,  Feb.  lo,  1727,  Hester,  daughter  of  Nicholas  Gowen 
of  Kittery.  The  will  of  Nicholas  Gowen,  made  Jan.  8, 
1733,  names  this  daughter,  Hester  Ross,  but  this  will  was 
not  proved  until  Jan.  2,  1753,  and  there  is  a tradition  that 
she  died  before  her  father.  She  is  not  believed  to  have 
been  the  mother  of  Hugh  Ross’s  children  named  below, 
all  of  whom  were  baptized  in  Berwick,  where  he  was  then 
living.

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The  late  Capt.  William  F.  Goodwin  of  Concord,  N.  H., 
who  died  in  1872,  made  a study  of  the  early  history  of 
this  family,  and  prepared  somewhat  extended  records  that 
never  have  been  printed.  He  declared  them  to  be  of  the 
Suffolk  and  Norfolk,  England,  Goodwins,  while  Judge 
John  S.  Goodwin  of  Chicago,  by  many  considered  the 
best  authority . on  all  the  American  Goodwins,  assigns 
them  to  the  Torrington  and  Plymouth  English  family. 
Without  attempting  to  decide  between  these  two,  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  the  same  arms  are  ascribed  to  each  of 
these  English  families,  which  strongly  indicates  a com- 
mon ancestry.
